BACKGROUND OF THE INVENTION 
Field of The Invention 

[0002] The subject invention relates to television receivers, 
and more particularly, to preventing the beam current in television 
receivers from exceeding a predefined maximum amount. 



Description of The Related Art 

[0003] Fig. 1 shows the high voltage circuitry in a known 
projection television receiver. The high voltage output /driver 
circuit 10, under the control of a high voltage drive pulse, 
applies a B+ voltage of 130 V. to a primary winding LI of a high 
voltage transformer 20, the primary winding LI being connected to 
ground via a capacitor CI. The high voltage transformer 20 includ 
a plurality of secondary windings L2-L5 serially connected by 
diodes D1-D3. A diode D4 connects the free end of secondary windip 
L5 to the input of a high voltage splitter 30 which applies anod< 
voltages to the red, green and blue projection tubes (not shown) 
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
